(Amended) A composite absorbent member comprising a first layer 
positioned between second and third layers, said first layer and said second and third 
layers each containing pulp fibers, wherein the weight percentage of pulp fibers within 
said first layer is greater than the weight percentage of pulp fibers within said second 
layer and the weight percentage of pulp fibers within said third layer, and wherein the 
average diameter of the pores within said first layer is smaller than the average 
diameter of the pores within said second layer and said third layer.
